The seeds offered in this list are available, subject 
of course to previous sale, in Correvon Fils original packets 
as received direct from the Correvon Floraire Nurseries in 
Switzerland during 1942 and in late autumn of 1941, They are 
harvest of 1941, that is one year older than seeds of the 
latest harvest, which would be that of 1942. We think most 
of them will grow; they should, for of most things seeds one 
year old will grow almost as well as will new ones, and ina 
few kinds even better. No guarantee, though. This may be 
the last time that we shall be able to offer some of these 
sorts until the war is over, for it 1s becoming increasingly 
difficult to import seeds, and several lots sent from 
Correvon Fils in Switzerland during the last year have been 


lost in transit, and likely now are feeding the fishes.
